DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Author Roger Rosenblatt was seen in animated 
conversation with Renaissance man Alan Alda 
on a morning subway headed toward Montauk 
from Amagansett on Thursday. Jerry Seinfeld 
was spotted carrying three mitts, a baseball 
bat and ball between Bridgehampton and East 
Hampton last Wednesday afternoon. Jimmy 
Buffett of North Haven was seen on his way to 
the Georgica Station, the summer-only stop, to 
see how things were coming along with his plan 
to have it decorated in a Margaritaville décor 
in time for the opening of his Broadway show 
Escape to Margaritaville, apparently unaware 
that his plan to have it done was rejected. 


SOLAR PANELS ON SUBWAYS? 

A plan to put an array of solar panels on the 
roofs of all the subway cars has been approved 
by the Hamptons Subway committee and will 
be in place by June 15. The project will cost 


$650,000. That the train is entirely underground 
could be a problem, but who knows. Hamptons 
Subway has always been at the forefront of 
new technology. 


MAJOR GENERAL FIRED 

Unbeknownst to Commissioner Aspinall, 
Lawrence Barry, the new chief of the Hamptons 
Subway maintenance crew, which cleans 
and repairs the trains every night between 
2 a.m. and 6 a.m. in the Montauk Yards had, upon 
arrival here one month ago, given military titles 
to all the workers. He declared himself general, 
his foremen became lieutenants, the worker 
chiefs became sergeants and the staff members 
became privates. The Commissioner found out 
about this when he went out to the Yards last 
Thursday evening to do his annual review and 
found all the men lined up and at attention for 
inspection wearing yellow berets and holstered 
pistols. Barry told him he had given these titles 
in the hopes his platoon would work faster. 
The Commissioner quickly left and the next 
morning, in his Hampton Bays office, fired 
Barry via e-mail, signing himself as Commander- 
in-Chief. 


BELOVED SERVICE DOG DIES 

Pets are not permitted on the subway system, 
but service animals are allowed to help a 
straphanger with special needs. Last Thursday, 
on a crowded train heading from Southampton 
to Shinnecock, Annie Collins, who has a nervous 
problem soothed by her toy poodle, Andy, 
suffered a terrible blow when a poisonous 
service snake named Biff, owned. by Charlie 
Watson of Hampton Bays (who has anger 
problems), bit Andy through the bars of its 
snake carrier cage. Tomorrow, Friday, is a day of 
mourning on the subway and framed pictures of 
Andy will be at all the token booths. Donations 
are welcome. 


TUNNEL MACHINE CHAINED 

Straphangers will surely notice the big. re- 
enforced concrete patch. on the tunnel wall 
between Water Mill and Bridgehampton halfway 
along. The patch has become necessary to keep 
the Hamptons Subway tunnel-boring machine 
from doing further damage. This machine, the 
size of a truck, started itself up last Wednesday 
at 3 a.m. and lurched forward in its storage 
room to carve a huge hole in the wall trying 
to get out. Maintenance workers fought with 
it as it sat crossways on the tracks—turning it 
off did no good—and finally wrestled it back 
into the storage room to chain it to the wall. 
Straphangers will also be able to hear it from 
their subway cars as they go by, roaring away.

Straphangers have nothing to fear from the 
tunnel-boring machine.

VOLUNTEER POLICE PREPARE FOR HANDOVER 

As the members of the Hamptons Police force 
readied for their departure on Monday for 
their month-long Winter Break in Acapulco, 
the volunteers who signed up to cover in 
the officers’ absence have been stepping up 
their training. 

According to Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch, the paid force’s officers have 
been very impressed with the acumen of the 
volunteer trainee forces, and there’s a high 
level of confidence that the volunteers will be 
able to cover law enforcement reasonably well 
while the professionals are out of town. “Are 


they as polished as our veteran officers? No, 
of course not,” says Hirsch. “Are they full of 
energy and ready to do their best? Absolutely.” 
Last weekend, the volunteers were sent out to 
take on patrols and enforcement duties for the 
first time without professional supervision— 
always a nerve-wracking experience for all 
involved, says Hirsch, chuckling. “It’s like 
sending your teenaged daughter out on her own 
with a new boyfriend—you don’t know who’s 
more nervous, you or them!” Hirsch says that the 
volunteers’ maiden voyage weekend went fairly 
well, although there were a few incidents. Two 
squad cars were wrecked when their volunteer 
drivers took them careening into traffic in a 
“wrong way chase” on the Sunrise Highway that 
turned out to be completely unnecessary. “They 
thought they saw somebody driving the wrong 
way out there. It was dark, and some guy threw 
a lit cigarette out of his car window, which in 
the dark can look like a taillight heading the 
wrong way. It was a rookie mistake, but.it could 
have happened to anyone, really.” 
Luckily, no serious injuries were reported 
from the resulting crash, although three civilian 


cars were severely damaged along with the 
squad cars. In another incident, a volunteer 
officer, who had not received adequate firearm 
instruction, discharged his _ police-issued 
handgun into his own foot. “He was trying to 
show off by twirling it around,” says Hirsch. 
“He’s going to be sitting volunteer month out.” 
Preliminary statistics show that the volunteers 
issued very few tickets over the weekend, 
but Hirsch notes that that doesn’t trouble the 
Hamptons Police. “Our view is, as long as they 
keep themselves and the area in basically one 
piece while we’re gone, we’re happy. It’s not 
every community that can rely upon a stable 
group of dedicated volunteers willing to give of 
their time and energy to help out with policing 
while all of their exhausted professional police 
officers get some much needed R and R in sunny 
Mexico, so we’re not going to quibble about 
a few tickets. We love this place, and we can’t 
wait to come back tanned and refreshed from 
Acapulco to whip this place back into shape!” ga.

The Legend Continues 


Grey Gardens, an Alleged Burglary and a Painting of Jackie

he long and extraordinary legend of the 

East Hampton mansion called Grey Gardens 
continues with a lawsuit filed last week. The 
suit claims that an oil painting made of Jackie 
Bouvier (Onassis) when she was 19 years old 
was stolen from that house and today is in the 
Wallace Art Gallery in East Hampton. 

Terry Wallace, the defendant in the lawsuit, 
says he does legitimately own the painting. 
He says he bought the painting in the late 
1980s and, as he does with all his paintings, 
he studied its provenance, was satisfied with 
it, and, according to The New York Times, if 
anyone can show that this painting was stolen, 

_he would return it. 

The painting was commissioned in 1948 by 
Jackie Kennedy’s father, John Vernou “Black 
Jack” Bouvier III, painted by Irwin Hoffman and 
later, according to the Beale family, given to his 
sister Big Edie Bouvier before his death and it 
remained with her at her home until a burglary 
about 20 years later. 

Grey Gardens is the East Hampton mansion 
where Big Edie and her daughter Little Edie 
lived when, in 1971, filmmakers Albert and 
David Maysles were brought to the house 
by Jackie Kennedy’s sister and knocked on 

- the front door of what looked like a decrepit, 
nearly abandoned and filthy mansion. More 
than two dozen cats roamed the premises. 
The two ladies invited the filmmakers in, gave 
them a house tour and talked about how 


the house got in such a bad condition—Big 
Edie’s husband had divorced her during the 
1930s and abandoned them. Now the County 
Board of Health wanted them evicted. The town 
hadn’t done it. And the family, many still in 
East Hampton, did not do anything for them 
because until this meeting, it seemed, the Beales 
never asked. 

Jackie, who had summered in East Hampton 
growing up, met Jack Kennedy two years after 
the painting was made and soon married the 
man who became the 35th President of the 
United States. 

The mother and daughter remained in 
that house for a number of years, until Big 


Edie died at 81 and a few years later, 


about 1980, her daughter was enticed to go 
live with relatives in Palm Beach and sold the 
house to Ben Bradlee and Sally Quinn. She died 
in 2002. 

It was in the late 1960s, the lawsuit says, 
that the alleged burglary likely happened. No, 
there was no report of it made to the police. 
Things were chaotic and the Beales didn’t trust 
the town. . 

The New York Times says that an heir of the 
Beales claims to have seen the painting “around 
2004” at the gallery, asked about it and was told 
the owner had bought it legally. 

Wallace seems amazed at the lawsuit. He said 
he has many wealthy clients, has a reputation 
to protect and would never engage in stolen 
goods. He’s had his gallery in the same spot for 
a quarter of a century. Wallace will present the 


provenance he has for the painting in court if 
need be. If it turns out it was stolen, he said he 
will give the painting to its rightful owner. 

A WRONG RIGHTED 

In October 1985, a 45-year-old Southampton 
Village police lieutenant involved in fighting 
a house fire on Prospect Street in that town 
suffered smoke inhalation that required medical 
treatment. Shortly thereafter he suffered a 
heart attack. He recovered from that, but the 
following May he suffered another one, which 
killed him. He died on June 1, 1986. 

Theodore Raffel Sr. was still a police officer 
when he died. He had served continuously on 
the force for 19 years, 364 days and 15.5 hours 
at the time of his death. He was survived by his 
widow, Jean, and a son, Ted Jr. Had he served 
another 8.5 hours, he would have completed 
exactly 20 years of service, making him eligible 
for a pension of about $250,000. 

His wife’s claims for that pension were 
denied. Had it been approved, it would have 
set a bad precedent, New York State 
said. However, every year since he took 
office in 1995, State Assemblyman Fred 
Thiele has re-applied for that pension in 
the interest of justice, and this year, by 
adding safeguards that would prevent this claim 
from becoming precedent, had it approved, 
with interest. 

Sometimes things work out. We are very 
proud that this effort, accompanied by efforts 
from Senator Ken LaValle, has resulted in the 
right thing being done. @&

ennis Rodriguez and Meredith Kennedy 

live in a house on Hill Station Road in 
Southampton and have been married for more 
than 20 years. They have kids. It’s a happy 
family. And yet, it is important to note that 
Rodriguez and Kennedy do not live in different 
parts of their house. 

Why is this important? Because somebody, 
somewhere, has registered them in two 
different districts in Southampton. They are 
American citizens. They vote. Somehow, using 
this same address, Dennis was assigned to 
vote in District 15 and Meredith in District 
27. They went together to the polling place, in 
the old days at the old Parrish Museum and 
more recently at the Southampton Cultural 
Center, and they got separated. He goes to one 
booth, she goes to another. 

You wouldn’t think this would matter that 
much, but the difference has also spread to 
package delivery. With the U.S. Postal Service, 
Rodriguez has to go to the post office and 
identify himself before a package is given to 
_ him. If the package is for his wife, they leave it 
on the doorstep. 

Dennis thinks he has the explanation. 

“My wife is Caucasian, the granddaughter of 
William Merritt Chase,” he says. “I’m Puerto 
Rican, a Hispanic from the Bronx.” 

Dennis first noticed the problem when 
they lived in Queens. They’ve lived in 
Southampton for 17 years. But they lived in 


Flushing for six years before that. 

“At our apartment, there was a big cupboard 
outside for packages that were too large for 
the mailbox. My wife would order shoes or 
books and the package would get put into the 
bin by USPS. If I got a box of something, I’d get 
a message that it was being held at the post 
office for me to come down and get.” Is the State 
trying to tell him something? 

Last week, Meredith bought something and 
it was delivered by UPS to Southampton and 
placed at the front door. The next day Dennis 
received a notice that the new antenna for his 
car was ready to be picked up at the post office. 
Come on down. 

Can anyone explain this? 


PROJECTS STALLED 
The Town of Southampton continues to 


‘be unable to process large civic projects for 


the public good in a timely fashion. In other 
towns on the East End, such things go through 
the system in months. In Southampton it can 
take years. 

Here are four projects. 

Over a year ago, a portion of the former 
Lobster Grille Inn in Shinnecock Hills was 
arranged to be preserved as open space never 
to be built upon, and other parts to be a dock, 
a boating facility, a shellfish hatchery and 
maybe a small restaurant. The seller thought 
they had a deal with the Town. Here it is more 
than a year later and the project is not moving. 
According to The Southampton Press, the owner 


is unsure if this will go ahead and is looking 
elsewhere for a purchaser. 

A year ago, some residents nearby to 
the former, but now closed, Randy’s Barber 
Shop on the corner of Hillcrest Street and 
North Sea Road in Southampton got together 
to restore it, not as a barber shop but as 
an open-to-the-public African-American 
museum in the town. It had been a beloved 
place, a center for that community with 
many stories to tell since opening during the 
1940s. So last year, public-spirited citizens 
worked to get funding for this relatively modest 
project. Promises were made. But nothing's 
been done yet. 

It seemed a three-way deal was close to being 
struck more than a year ago to arrange for a 
former ferry warehouse and dock, along with 
its horseshoe beach, to be purchased with 
CPF funds held by Southampton Town. The 
space was to be turned into a spectacular new 
waterfront park in the middle of Sag Harbor’s 
downtown. That project, in the works for 
more than a year, is stalled on a desk in 
Southampton, too. 

Finally, there is the matter of downtown 
Bridgehampton, which badly needs more 
streetlights and more visible crosswalks so 
people won’t be injured or killed (one killed 
over two years ago, another woman injured last 
December) while crossing the streets. Money 
was made available by the state a month after 
the woman was killed. It remains unspent and no 
project has yet to be voted on by the Town. #&

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The Oxford Comma 


Failing to Put One in Gets a $5 Million Settlement for Three Workers

battle about the use of a comma has 

wended its way through the court system 
for four years in Maine. One court ruled for one 
side. A higher court ruled for the other. Some 
hoped it would be decided by the U.S. Supreme 
Court—imagine the Supreme Court debating 
when and when not to use a comma—but it is 
not to be. The litigants settled for $5 million two 
weeks ago. It was midway between what one 
side wanted and what the other side wanted. 
But the litigants were exhausted with it all. 
Thus the settlement. 

Commas are important in the lives of writers. 
Writing this newspaper for the last 58 years, 
I ought to know. I’ve used several million 
of them, maybe even billions. I’ve also, on 
occasion, decided NOT to use millions and 
billions of them. I get along with commas one 
way or the other. We are friends. 

But boy, can they can get you in trouble. 

Need proof? My wife has a T-shirt whose first 
line reads LET’S EAT, GRANDMA. Under it is a 
second line that reads LET'S EAT GRANDMA. 
Take your pick. 

Commas are powerful stuff. 

On one side of this case were three 
truck drivers seeking overtime pay. On 
the other were the owners of a dairy in 
‘Maine called Oakhurst. The owners were 
following the rules of a state law that 
says workers were entitled to overtime pay 
of time-and-a-half when they worked more 


than 40 hours. But there were exceptions. 

Not eligible for overtime was the time spent 
“canning, processing, preserving, freezing, 
drying, marketing, storing, packing for shipment 
or distribution of” agricultural produce, meat, 
fish products and perishable foods. 

It is not known who among the three truck 
drivers or their friends noticed something odd 
about this sentence. There was no comma after 
“shipment.” Clearly “packing for shipment” 
was exempt from overtime, as was time spent 
“canning, processing, preserving, freezing, 
drying, marketing and storing.” 

So, like “let’s eat grandma,” it could mean 
that packing for shipment was exempt, but the 
trucking of what was packed to ship was not. 
Try it yourself. 


“(exempt are)...packing for shipment 
or distribution...” 
“(exempt are)...packing for shipment, 


or distribution...” 

This distinction must have been picked up 
by someone who lives by the Oxford Rules of 
Punctuation. Put that comma in there. Most 
people do not. Having that extra comma is 
awkward and clumsy. They live by a different 
set of Rules of Punctuation. 

In court, the lawyers for the truckers also 
pointed out that everything before the shipment 
contained a gerund. Aha! You don’t know what 
a gerund is? It is when a verb gets to function 
as a noun by adding a few letters at the end, 
which, in this case, is the ending “ing.” All the 
“ing” things clearly were exempt. Freezing, 


marketing, drying, storing but then, suddenly 
shipment. If it said “shipping” there would be 
no problem. The comma wouldn’t even have 
to come into play. But it read “shipment.” 
And without the comma, this opened the barn 
door to the truckers getting overtime once 
the packing for shipment was completed and 
they were out to their trucks heading off to 
the supermarkets. 

They were asking for back overtime pay for 
four years. 

A lower court, several years ago, ruled for the 
company. The truckers wouldn’t be getting the 
overtime pay. But an appeals court last year 
reversed it. It said that without the comma, the 
interpretation was ambiguous—it could mean 
either exempt or not exempt. And it was the 
opinion of the court that where such ambiguity 
exists, the decision should go to the workers, 
not the bosses. So it did. That’s what kind of 
state Maine is. 

The legislature of the state of Maine, as 
a result of this, modified the law. It now 
reads “the canning; processing; preserving; 
freezing; drying; marketing; storing; packing for 
shipment; or distribution of ...” 

This is horrible. Nobody uses semi-colons 
anymore. They are the dungeon chains of the 
grammarian world. Proper grammarians today, 
Oxford or not, enter essays with fly swatters 
to get rid of them. Now, here are new semi- 
colons up in Maine rearing their ugly beady 
eyed heads. 

Oh God. Or, better yet, “Oh, God.” &&

I was in L.A. once and bumped into 
Billy Dee Williams and got a huge smile out of 
him when I told him I'd seen him on Broadway 
in Hallelujah Baby in 1967. | still can’t get that 
smile out of my head. He was beaming ear-to- 
ear. You should take kids to everything.

BOC Is Burnin’ For You at Suffolk Theater

hat started on Long Island more than 50 years 

ago and is still going strong? If you answered 
Dan’s Papers, you’d be correct. If you answered 
Blue Oyster Cult, you'd also be correct. And you're 
reading it right here in Dan’s Papers: Blue Oyster 
Cult is coming back to Long Island to play at Suffolk 
Theater in Riverhead on March 2 at 8 p.m. Get ready 
for a night of heavy, heady hard rock, featuring great 
BOC hits. 

How Long Island is BOC? When singer and guitarist 
Donald “Buck Dharma” Roeser first started the 
band in 1967, they lived in a band house near Stony 
Brook University. They were calling themselves Soft 
White Underbelly in those early years. By the time 
singer and guitarist Eric Bloom joined Soft White 
Underbelly, in April 1969, they were located in the 
Great Neck area, using another rental house as a 
band space. “I was the tenant in the house, and we 
used the basement for rehearsing,” says Bloom. “We 
weren't too popular with the neighbors.” 

The Stony Brook University connection extended 
through the band’s early years. “Our manager 
Sandy Pearlman was also student body president at 
the University,” says Bloom. Pearlman, along with 
Richard Meltzer, another Stony Brook undergraduate, 
contributed poetry and lyrical ideas for use in the 
band’s songs. Meltzer went on to become a noted 
rock music writer. “They were very literate, and we 
were lucky to have portfolios of their lyrics to use,” 


says Bloom. In fact, the name Blue Oyster Cult, which 
the band adopted before their major label debut in 
1972, was derived from a poem by Pearlman. 

But before the major label debut came several 
years of hardscrabble work for the band, playing 
nightclubs in the city and in the Nassau County 
area. “We played any place we could,” recalls Bloom. 
“If a club only had room for three people on stage 
(the band had five members), we'd take it anyway. 
Sometimes we’d get offers to play Friday and 
Saturday, and after the show on Friday night the club 


owner would tell us not to come back for the next> 


night.” The band soldiered on, touring relentlessly 
and building a following for their heavy but somehow 
quirky music. 

Eventually, the band won over Clive Davis at 
Columbia Records and proceeded to release a string 
of bestselling records. ’70s and ’80s BOC shows 
featured elaborate stage props and some of rock 
music’s first uses of lasers in performance. 

Still, for all of the literate poetic background of 
their lyricists and all of the stagecraft that came to 
define the band, Bloom says that it’s really three 
songs, written entirely by Donald “Buck Dharma” 
Roeser, that account for Blue Oyster Cult’s continued 
success. “Ultimately, it’s ‘Godzilla,’ ‘(Don’t Fear) The 
Reaper’ and ‘Burnin’ for You’ that put us on the map. 
That’s what most people really want to hear.” 

Most people, but not everybody. Bloom laughs 
as he notes that about 10 years ago, BOC was 
contracted to play a private concert for a group of

hardcore fans of their music. “They didn’t want to 
hear the hits,” says Bloom. “They wanted the deep 
tracks.” It was actually in the contract that the band 
would NOT play ‘Godzilla,’ ‘(Don’t Fear) The Reaper’ 
or ‘Burnin’ for You!’ 

Bloom says the audience at Suffolk Theater will get 
a mix of BOC’s hits along with some deeper cuts. “We 
always write a set list for a particular audience,” he 
says. “We’re able to whip out some arcane stuff if it’s 
called for.” The band’s home crowd wouldn’t want it 


any other way. @f@.

Local Organic Winemaker in His Own Words 


BY ANTHONY NAPPA WITH STACY DERMONT 


When one of the North Fork’s 
top winemakers told me that 
he was about to release the 
East End’s first fully organic 
wine last week, I asked him to 
tell his story in his own words. 

Winemaker Anthony Nappa 
creates wines from East End 
harvests for his namesake, 
Anthony Nappa Wines, and 
VT for Raphael, both based in 
Peconic. Producing local, organic wines is a huge 
accomplishment in our wet region’s cool climate. 
Eager oenophiles are lining up for this long-awaited 
locavore libation. 

As Nappa says, “For all of the wines we currently 
make, as well as all the wines I make for Raphael 
Vineyards, we don’t use any additives, so moving 
_ into organic certification wasn’t difficult for me as 
it was already the way that I make wine. This could 
not have been possible without the hard work and 
perseverance of grower Rex Farr. We are truly 
grateful for the synergy that exists between us. 

“Rex has endured many difficulties over the 
last eight years growing grapes organically and 
biodynamically, [which was] once thought impossible 
on the East End. Rex Farr Vineyard is the only 
Certified Organic Vineyard on Long Island. 

“He grows 7.5 acres of grapes including cab franc, 
merlot, malbec, petit verdot and carménére, so we 


have those varietals to work with. 
Red grapes give me a lot of stylistic 
possibility. When Rex was able to 
bring in a consistent harvest I knew 
that I wanted to be a part of it, but I 
told him I would only do it if we went 
all the way and certified the wines. 
“ve always made wine in the most 
natural way possible and I enjoy 
making the wines | currently make, 
but I also enjoy new challenges and 
the opportunity to do something 
nobody has done before. It’s part of 
my lifestyle to try to be a good steward 
of the land. 
“We've 


two wines in current 


production: Bordo Antico, a cabernet East Coast’s first organic rosé 


franc; and La Strega, a malbec. Both are 
NOFA-NY Certified Organic grapes. 

I currently have a carménére in barrel that is small 
production and will only be available to our wine 
club. We hope to always have more wines in the 
works—it really depends on the vintage. 

“Last year we produced the first wine made 
with NOFA-NY Certified Organic grapes (Bordo 
Antico) and this year we have made the first USDA 
Certified Organic Wine made on the East Coast. The 
difference is that [last year’s] wine was made with 
organic grapes. Now we’ve made an organic wine 
with organic grapes in a certified winery, meaning no 
sulfites for preservation—a rosé named Rosato. 

“Rosato is a dark and savory style rosé, so 


there are many possibilities for 

pairings. We love the fresh seafood 

we get on the East End. My wife Sarah 
is a chef and I love her Peconic Bay 

Scallop Crudo with Shisito Vinaigrette 

paired with Rosato, which she 

prepared for a pop-up event for our 
wine club. 
“Sarah has also been baking bread 
and making cheese on our farm. La 
Strega pairs wonderfully with her 
sweet potato bread and raw milk 
camembert. Bordo Antico is a go-to 
= When we have local pork from our 
= friend Tom Hart at Deep Roots Farm. 
«3 “My wife and I purchased a small 

farm in Southold a little over two years 
ago. Even before the farm, we always 
had an extensive garden and kept bees 
and chickens. Now we have expanded to more 
acreage, which means more eggs, milk, honey, fruit 
and vegetables for use in our Farmstead B&B, which 
is exclusive to our wine club members. 

“We've launched a new brand for our reserve 
wines which is named after our farm—The Shared 
Table Farm wines (shown on next page) are only 
available to our wine club, and all of our wines can 
be tasted and purchased at our retail store—The 
Winemaker Studio in Peconic.” ga

ecent news stories have revealed that the 

Peconic Bay Community Preservation Fund 
(CPF) raked in $95.9 million in 2017. But that huge 
sum isn’t a record breaker. That honor belongs to 
2014, when $107.8 million was raised. 

These numbers make headlines, but there seems 
to be a lot of misinformation around about the fund. 
So to clear up any misunderstanding, here’s a primer 
about the CPF. 

The CPF is a real estate transfer tax payable by the

buyer when property changes hands. It’s a one-time 
levy of 2% of the sales price. 

Many people believe that there’s one monolithic 
Fund out there gathering monies. That’s not the 
case. Each of the five East End towns—Riverhead, 
Southold, Shelter Island, Southampton, and East 
Hampton—collect CPF revenue on its own. Each 
town’s board decides how to spend it, with public 
input. Money raised in. that town stays in that 
town. The almost-$96 million mentioned earlier is 
all of the revenue of the five towns added together. 
Southampton, which is generally the revenue leader, 
pulled in $56.4 million in 2017, while East Hampton 
collected $26.7 million and’ the other three towns 
made up the balance. 

The other misconception many people have is the 
involvement of the Peconic Land Trust. The Peconic 
Land Trust, which does, of course, have a similar 
name to the CPF and a similar mission, is a private 
conservation organization. While it works with towns 
and landowners to conserve and save land, it does 
not receive the 2% real estate transfer tax. The 
Peconic Land Trust raises money through charitable 
gifts and payment for professional services. 

A little history: The CPF was established by voter 
referendum in 1998. In 2006, and again in 2016, voters 
approved the extension of the tax. It’s now in place 
until 2050. The program is very successful. It has 
raised $1.283 billion in funds and protected more 
than 10,000 acres of land that would have been lost 
to development. 

The money collected is used by the five towns 


to preserve farmland, by purchasing development 
rights from farmers. Towns may also pay farmers 
who have sold their development rights to ensure ~ 
that the land is only used to produce food crops. 
Of course, the funds are also used to preserve open 
space and create parks. Another use is to preserve 
historic buildings, such as the recently approved 
plan by East Hampton to restore the 11-acre former 
homestead of artists James Brooks and Charlotte 
Park and their two studios in Springs. 

In 2016, the referendum allowed each town to 
allocate 20% of their CPF money to water quality 
improvement. For example, one such project in 
Springs is to plant vegetation at the outflow of 
Pussy’s Pond to capture nitrogen and other nutrients 
before they reach Accabonac Harbor. 

Now, the specifics: In Southold and Riverhead the 
tax is 2% of the amount over $75,000 on the purchase - 
price of unimproved land and 2% of the amount 
over $150,000 on the purchase price of improved 
land. In Southampton, East Hampton and Shelter 
Island, the tax is 2% of the amount over $100,000 on 
the purchase price of unimproved land and 2% of 
the amount over $250,000 on the purchase price of 
improved land. 

First-time homebuyers in. East Hampton, 
Southampton, Shelter Island and Southold can apply 
for an exemption from the transfer tax. Riverhead is 
the only East End town without the benefit. Ga.
